Clii-rtgo. Nov. 10.—-Chief among those 


who :-i-e championing the back to the soil 
movement in this state are the members 
of the Bankers' association of the state, 
who include 000 land owning bankers, 
whose total holdings amount to 1,500,- 
000 acres of Illinois land. 


The members of this association were 


quick to see the need of the agricultural 
sections and 
they 
acted 
promptly. 


Through its committee on agriculture 
and vocational training they have out- 
lined a comprehensive program of action, 
calculated to enhance the earning ca- 
pacity of land in Illinois by acquiring 
state and national aid for farm demon- 
strations, conducted through the niediuit 
of the University of Illinois department 
of agriculture. Such federal assistance is 
now given in southern and southwestern 
states. 
v ' 


These measures to increase the wealth 


of Illinois soil was one of three vital 
subjects considered in the twenty-first 
annual convention of the Bankers' as- 
sociation, to be held in Springfield this 
week. It was a great conservation con- 
vention, in which the. farmers and com- 
mercial leaders rtf the state blazed the. 
trail for a more vigorous soil conserva- 
tion movement. 


The extent of the movement to inter- 


est Illinois bankers in Illinois soil is evi- 
denced by the fact that letters issued by 
the association's committeo on agricul- 
ture and vocational education have been 
answered by hankers in ninety-nine out 
of the 102 counties in Illinois. As a re- 


ult a well defined movement has been 
rgamzed in a majority of the counties, 
nd in addition the committee has re- 
eived many encouraging letters 
from 


ditors of agricultural papers and other 
xperts. 
The convention will be the first great 


meeting in Illinois in which farmers, 
milkers, railway 'heads and repreaenta- 
,ives of other industrial and commercial 
organizations have worked for the state's 
irosperity. 
It is intended that at this 


neeling a movement shall he launched 
ro acquire the. state and national aid 
needed, and to obtain general indorse- 
ment of a bill in the national house of 
representatives providing increased ap- 
propriations to the states for the agri- 
cultural colleges and for demonstration 
of practical and scientific methods of 
agriculture.. The. appropriation asked is 
one mill per acre of farm land for thej 
first year, the amount to be doubled 


The entire, first 
ar's appropriation would be $489,000, of 
lieu Illinois' share would he $32,000.

many counties' in the state a recent in- 
ormal report of the committee says: 


"This demonstrates clearly that, not 


nloiie to keep up farm yields and fer- 
.ility. but also to keep our farmer boys 
and"girls on the farm, everything must 
ie done, and done promptly, to make 
farm work and life more remunerative 
and more attractive. 


"Permanent, scientific, systems of agri- 


culture will accomplish the former',' and 
better schools, roads, farm life and so- 
cial conditions will bring about the lat- 
ter, and both go hand'in hand. 


"This committee has not the power of 


itself, directly, to help turn this tide and 
accomplish -what we all desire, though 
we are working and co-operating with 
various interests, and trying to develop 
ways and means. However, our associa- 
tion can work wonders through the local

Wichita was running ''wide open." Sa- 
loons were maintained on the principal 
business street of.the city. Spasmodic 
| efforts by local and state officers to en- 


force the law had ended in failure. The 
county officers were not in sympathy 
with the law and the city officials were 
dominated by the anti-prohibition sen 
tjment. 


In stnto campaigns Wichita voted 


not according to political alignment, bul 
for the candidates for governor and ta- 
torney-general who were regarded as 
"Hberai," meaning that they would al 
low the wide open policy to continue 
The sentiment against prohibition be 
came the "settled policy" of Wichita 
The business men were opposed to la\ 
enforcement crusades. 


"You cannot enforce prohibition in 


this city," they said, "because public 
sentiment is opposed to it. The city 
gets the revenue and controls the joints, 
so it -is better to have theirf run wide 
open than to have them run as blind 
tigers." 


And so every suggestion for a cam- 


paign to "close up" Wichita was the 
signal for an uprising of all the busi- 
ness, political and civic organizations of 
the town. 


Pour 
years ago Wichita elected a 


mayor' upon a platform declaring for 
law enforcement.
